When the possibility of 
communications by a meteor trail is de- 
tected by the system, tape recorded mess- 
ages are spewed put at the rate of 4800 
wpm until conditions deteriorate, as the 
effects of the meteor trail déminish. 

The system then waits for another usabie 
trail. Using this scheme with 2 kw on 9 
mc, en average rate of 0 wpm can be main 
' tained over any 2 hour period...Received

Valley Council of Radio Clubs 
UN Week Participation 
de UMX 


On October 7, 1959, a special meet- 
ing of the Delaware Velley Council of 
Radio Clubs wes held to discuss amateur 
participation in the observance of UN 
Week, October 19 through October 2lth. 
Among those present were W3UQV, who 
spoke briefly on need for additional TVI 

committee participation, and whom Harold 
Carr invited to the December meetin of the 
Council, W3FLP, who spoke briefly on the 
Almo show, W30WK, W3CDY, W5PWG, W300K, 
George Ryan, Dick Harris and a few others. 
George Ryan steted that the World Affairs 
Council was solidly behind the emateurs in 
their efforts to show how ham redio served 
to bring nations closer together, and then 
vent on to detail his specific accomplish- 
ments since the last meeting of the Council. 
The City will plece a big trailer on the 
east side of City Hall; Barker and Willian- 
son sre loaning ea KWSSB Xmtr; other firms 
ere loaning e beam, and several receivers; 
south Jersey will set up a traffic station 
in the trailer, consisting of either a 
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Viking or a Valitent. Mt. Airy is being re- 
quested to set up o VHF station. FMRC is 
being esked to bring down the Comm Truck 

and arrange for continuous showing of “Every 
Single Minute". Mr. Grim of the City Elec- 
trical Bureau will set up the beam on the 
City Hall Annex, and run the coax over to 
the trailer; Woody, (W3GAG, PST, YXU) is 
loaning the coax; Bucks County will man. 
the SSB stetion, SJRA the traffic sation; 
trailer hee a PA system, end three revre 
will be set up to monitor BEC, Radio Moscow 
and the Voice of America. George Ryan then 
moved thet the Council endorse the project 
saying that it might well afford us a better 
means of publicizing ham radio then even the 
TV show as the World Affairs Council will 
arrange for s lot of publicity. Those pres- 


ent voted 


affirmatively, and so perticipation 


in UN Week observance is the first project 
of the new Council. Ryan also stated that 
he hed arranged for the use of the call K30N 
through FCC in Washington, and thar because 
of health reasons, he had to retire as co- 


ordinator.
